Frrix Fartey’s Bristot Joursar.—The com 
during this week, showed brighter prospects. The Government, on 
Monday last, interfered. ‘The Bank was called on to increase the 
amount of its discounts and advances on approved security, at not 
less than 8 per cent. This intervention has, we rejoice to say, pro- 
duced, so far, good effects, ‘The plague is stayed. No one can deny 
that the alarming state of affairs at the end of last week was such as 
to exempt the Ministry from the blame of lightly meddling with the 
monetary world. 

Tae Liverroot Crronicie. —“ Better late than never.” As all 
our readers know by this time, and as, probably, many of them have 
felt, the Ministers have thrown off the apathy with which they so 
long regarded the commercial crisis which is on the country, and at 
the commencement of the present week gave their permission to the 
Bank of England to enlarge its discounts en good security. 

Piymouri Times. — Attached as we have professed ourselves to 
the principle of Sir Robert Peel's Bill, far be it from us to say, that 
whea through all the great commercial marts of the kingdom one 
universal dismay prevailed—when the merchant, and the trader, and 
the banker united in declaring that whatever might be the merits of 
the act of 1844, their confidence in each other could only revive upon 
its suspension, far be it from us to say that the provisions of that Bill 
should be upheld in all their integrity whatever might be the result 
of the crisis. Moral and financial principles rest upon wholly 
different grounds, though we are apt to confound our duties with 
respect tothem. Hence, coinciding as we do to some extent with 
the views of the great seif-constituted authority on money matters, 
the “ Times,” we cannot, for the sake of a consistency more seeming 
than real, accuse Government of a dereliction of duty and a want of 
moral firmness, because it has sacrificed its own opinion to that of a 
deputation made up of men, who, whatever opinion they might thems 
selves hold on monetary matters, were thoroughly cognisant of the 
tone of the public mind. ‘ 

Prymourn Heracp quotes a London report, which states, ‘* Al- 
ready the manifestations of returning confidence are apparent; the 
gloom and depression are rapidly passing away. The stoppage of 
many houses of acknowledged solvency, but which were placed in 
jeopardy from the impossibility of obtaining discounts upon any 
terms, however exorbitant, has been averted. In the general rejoic- 
ing, the limited character of the indulgence, and the high rate of in- 
terest which is thereby rendered necessary, appear to be forgotten. 
The great facts, that the restrictions on a sufficient circulation have 
been suspended, and that, as the most talented supporter of the pre- 
sent, or we should rather say the late, system has admitted, a fatal 
blow has been given to Peel’s bill, have, for the present at least, con- 
tented the people, and removed the objections that would otherwise 
have been offered to the stipulations contained in the letter announ- 
cing the intentions and wishes of the government.” And adds, “ such 
appears to be the general feeling in the country with respect to the 
course the government has adopted at this very critical period.” 

Newcastie GUARDIAN. —It is rather remarkable that in the docu- 
ment announcing the ministerial measure, her Majesty’s government 
should advert to ‘ the evil of any departure from the law which has 
placed the currency of the country upon a sound basis.” This praise 
of an abandoned act sounds strange; and if the government believe 
it is deserved, we are at a loss to understand on what principle they 
have adopted the course marked out in their letter to the Bank, or 
how they will justify their conduct to the legislature. It seems to us 
that the more frank and manly course would have been to have ad- 
mitted that Peel’s bill has proved an utter failure—that whilst it has 
not accomplished the objects which the author designed it to accom- 
plish, it has ruined many solvent houses, brought ruin and misery 
into many respectable households, thrown suspicion on the credit of 
mercantile houses, reduced the revenue, thrown thousands of indus- 
trious men out of employment, and endangered the peace and safety 
of the empire. Few wiil allow that a measure is good which has 
worked so badly, and which at length has been given up as imprac- 
ticable by those who most strenuously advocated it when it was 
adopted; and we are much mistaken if the people of England will 
ever be induced, either by statesmen or journalists, to tolerate any 
self-adjusting currency scheme which, under the pretence of pre- 
venting speculation, inflicts disasters as numerous and painful as 
those which it has of late been our province to record, 

Tue Hamrsutee Inperenpent. — The discussion as to the Bank 
Act of 1844 is consideratly narrowed. However much the prin- 
ciples of currency have to be investigated with a view to remedying 
the defects in the present law, those defects appear no longer to be a 
matter of doubt. The government, contrary to their redisposition, 
have been induced to recommend the directors of the Bank of Eng- 
land to extend the issues, and purpose introducing an act of in- 
demnity in the next session, This proceeding is to the currence 
what opening the ports was to the corn laws. A law only fitted for 
ordinary circumstances is a failure. Fine weather legislation is like 
sun-shine sailorship — it cannot answer. If the Bank Act could not 
accommodate itself to the emergency, it must be superseded b 
another, founded upon sounder principles which will enable it to 
operate, ‘T'his is the philosophy of the proceeding of government, 
and peoole feel it. 

Pemproxkesnine Heraup, — It may be seriously doubted whether 
the anti-gold-law men have been guilty of any such oversight. 
There will always be, in common charity, a strong presumption to 
the contrary ; and if our columns could make room for those letters 
which the “ Times” itself has published from the other party, they 
would furnish evidence enough that there are two sides to this ques- 
tion, as to many others. ne very lengthy communication has 
appeared from the pen of Mr. Muntz, member for the borough 
of Birmingham. It is altogether a most able production, and 
though marked by a few inadvertencies, which the “ Times” has 
taken care to fasten upon and to make the most of, has had nothing 
in the shape of an answer, Tne question, in fact, is not whether the 
nation is or is not comparatively poor; that is admitted onali hands. 
The question is, whether the undoubted poverty of the nation suffi. 
ciently solves the problem of the national distress; whether the drain 
of money which the country has suffered from the various causes that 
have been already enumerated, will satisfactorily account for the 
downfall of so many mercantile establishments actually hurried into 
insolvency, through the stoppage of those ordinary accommodations 
in business which had heretofore been safely relied on. 

— These millions of money have been lost, and 
thousands of individuals ruined, for the want of a little timel 
prudence on the one hand, and credit on the other. ‘Che Bank of 
England has been forced, then, to resort to extraordinary means to

rienced. But we can only indulge now in hopes of the amplest

SSary alarm and 
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MADEIRA. 


The interest which our recent engravings of Madeira, in connec- 
tion with the visit of the illustrious and beloved Queen Dowager, 
appears to have excited, induces us to present our readers with an- 
other illustration of the same subject, the rather that we have been 
favoured with a lively and original account of a visit to the island by 
an accomplished correspondent. After the elaborate description 
contained in our recent notice, there cannot, of course, be very many 
points with which the reader is unacquainted. The following ex- 
tracts, however, from the communication to which we%allude, appear 
to form accompaniments to the illustration too appropriate to be 
omitted :— 


I shall suppose the anchor cast in the Bay of Funchal, and proceed to land with 
as much, expedition as the incessant rolling of the surf will admit. Our de- 
barkation was effected at the Loo Rock, a plum-pudding [shaped mass rising up 

. at some little distance from the beach, with which it is connected by a narrow 
causeway. From the depth of water and the shelter afforded by the rock this is 
the most convenient landing-place for passengers, but even here some expert- 
ness is generally required to get on shore with dry feet. 

The greater number of our party being people of distinction, proceeded at once 
to the residence of the {consul, jwhere accommodation had been prepared for 
them. Not being amongst this number, I found myself left with one or two 
others to search for a domicile. The results of our first attempts were rather 
discouraging, but after about two hours’ search we succeeded in obtaining rooms 
in a house styled the British Hotel, kept by a Portuguese, with whom we con- 
tracted for board and lodging at the rate of two dollars per diem. This impor- 
tant arrangement concluded, we epee equipped ourselves with the requisite 
number of rough looking ponies which are always to be found for hire at the 
corners of the streets, and having been joined by some of our compagnons de 
voyage from the consul’s, we set out for the church of Nossa Senhora do Monte, 
a pilgrimage always recommended to new comers, from some superstitious vene- 
ration with which this church is regarded b the natives. The beauties of the 
ride are such as fully to repay those who follow the advice thus given, and mount 
the precipitous road leading to this much-frequented resort. The pace at which 
the little horses of the island climb the rugged, and to English eyes almost inac- 
cessible, mountain roads, is quite surprising, more particularly as each horse has 
not only his rider to carry, but must also perform the labour of towing his master 
after him, the Burroguero being always to be found at the heels of his horse 
holding on by the tail with one hand, and assisting himself by a spiked staff or 
pole with the other, the handle of which is occasionally used in administering to 
the animal a stimulant to greater exertion. 

The Bay of Funchal is surrounded by an extensive mountain range, in form 
like an amphitheatre, the slopes of the mountains commencing from the sea 
shore. ‘The town is placed on an inclined plane, and leaving it in any direction 
an ascent must be encountered ; this is not much regarded while the ferctatian 
of novelty continues, but it is too much like living in a ladder, and in time can- 
not fail to become irksome. This was fortunately not our case, as each day we 
found some garden more beautiful than any we had previously visited—zome new 
track bordered with shrubs and plants in greater variety and perfection than any 
we had hitherto discovered, and disclosing to view some new and enchanting 
combination of scenery. 

English fruit trees are not common, and so much of the country in the neigh- 
bourhood of Funchal is appropriated to the cultivation of the vine, that little 
room is left for planting of any other description, but trees of various kinds and 
of goodly size are to be met with in sufficient number to embellish the landscape, 
and the luxuriance of the vine, the olive, and the fig has not been exaggerated 
by the most glowing descriptions which have appeared ; plants rarely to be seen 
in our own country, and requiring all the skill and care of the most experienced 
gardeners, shoal forth almost in a wild state under the genial influence of the 
climate of Madeira, and attain a giant growth, far exceeding that produced under 
the fostering care of man in more northern climes. 

The governor’s house, which we understand is to be the residence of her Ma. 
jesty the Queen Dowager, is situated on the beach, but 1 should much prefer a 
villa amongst the vine-clad slopes in the vicinity of Funchal, more particularly as 
the beach is disfigured by an ungainly brick pillar, which stands as a monument 
of the folly of one of our countrymen, who thought by means of a rope passed 
over the top of it, he would be able to cheat the waves, and to land merchandise 
from the shipping at all seasons, in defiance of the surf. 

One of our excursions was to a wild district, called the Cowral at some dis- 
tance from Funchal ; the road, or rather track, winds round a succession of pre- 
cipices towering aloft as far as the eye can reach, and presenting beneath, in 
many parts, an abyss of a thousand feet in depth, without any protecting para- 
pet to guard against one false step. Upon several occasions we were brought to 
a halt by rocks dislodged by mountain torrents, and presenting apparently an im- 
passable barrier ; but urged on by the enterprising spirit of some ladies amongst 

_ the party, we overcame all difficulties, until we attained a distance of about tea 
miles from Funchal, when it was deemed prudent to retrace our steps. On

a succession of seed sowing and saving; always destroying every 
plant that does not indicate some improvement, and saving seed only 
trom those which approach the nearest to the required properties, 

It may justly be observed, that to devjse a model that cannot be 
attained is no very difficult matter; but to originate and define a 
series of models, every approach to which will actually increase the 
beauty of the subject, and which, if ever attained, are literally so 
beautiful as not to be Font Hae requires abilities of no ordinary 
kind; and hence it is that all who have hitherto attempted have most 
signally failed, with the single exception of Mr. Glenny, who, in 
1832, originated the system, and founded thereon a series 0 standards 
for the perfection of, and a code of laws for the judgment of, flowers 
and plants, which have superseded all others, and which now form 
the basis upon which the awards of all floricultural societies are made 
throughout the kingdom. : 

In allusion to these standards, Dr. Lindley observes (in a paper on 
pine growing), “ Pine growers should imitate the florists ; they 


should place their standard of perfection very high, and should strive ` 
to approach it as nearly as they can, without being discouraged if 
they do not reach it” — thus acknowledging that the system which 
florists have been the first to adopt is of all others the best adapted 
for the development of horticultural skill, and, in fact, the only one ' 
calculated to improve to its fullest extent every branch of practical 
horticulture. 


The following properties, determined by Mr. Glenny, will serve as 
examples of his system : — 


Tae TULIP. — From one-third to one-half a hollow globe, when expanded 
properly ; edge smooth and even, petals thick, marking unbroken round the ex- 
posed edges of the petals, when expanded, but not to be edged more than halt 
way down the petal; all six petals alike; colours well defined, and the base of 
the petals, forming the bottom of the cup, must be free from the slightest stain ; 
the white or yellow, or any shade between them, must be pure, and all alike; the 
stem straight and stiff, from 18 inches to 3 feet in length. 

Tue HYACINTH. The pips round in outline, and also on the face, close toge- 
ther, with good stiff footstalks, standing well out from the main stem ; the spike 
compact, and tapering from the bottom to the top.

THE (s0-cALLED) DOUBLE ANEMONE. — The petals should be flat, but not re- 
flexed, and one half of the shallow dish saucer which it forms should be occu- 
pied by coloured florets of the form of half a globe, all pointing to the edge of 
the flower, and away from the centre. They should differ in colour from the 
petals, and the more they are contrasted the better they are, We have said no- 
thing about the choice of colours in either of these classes of flowers, because it 
depends on taste ; but whatever colours they are, they should be dense and de- 
cided, as if the petals were formed of coloured matter throughout, and not 
merely stained on the surface. 

Tue TRUE DOUBLE ANEMONE. — There should be as many rows of petals as 
would form a good double flower, displaying some of the inside surface of every 
row, and the inner row should cover in the seed-vessel in the centre. The petals 
should be thick, broad, free from notch or serrature, and in all respects like 
those described first, They should all imbricate, that is, the second row of 
petals should exactly cover the divisions of the first, and the third should cover 
the divisions of the second, and so on. The flowers should be two inches when 
expanded, and rise well up in the centre.

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OVERLAND MAIL. 
INDIA AND CHINA. 

Innia, The overland Bombay mail arrived on Thursday. The 
dates are—Bombay, Oct. 1; Madras, Sept. 22. 

Summary or News.—Catcurra, Serr. 21.—From China we have 
no news of later date than on the arrival of the last Calcutta mail. 
The twenty days over which our present summary extends have been 
nearly barren of events. Mr. John Lawrence is at present acting as 
resident at Lahore, where Sir Frederick Currie, it is said, will ulti- 
mately be appointed. The state of Colonel Lawrence's health is 
such that he returns to England with the governor-general in Janu- 
ary, on leave for two years. ‘There are at present above 50,000 men, 
including 10,000 Europeans, with 100 guns, on the north-west fron- 
tier, fit for any service; out of part of these have been formed three 
moveable brigades of 3400 each, which are always kept fully sup- 
plied with baggage, cattle, and stores, and fit for the field at a mo- 
ment’s warning. Not the slightest excitement or interest las been 
awakened by the removal of the Ranee from the capital. Govern- 
ment are endeavouring to introduce the cultivation of the potato at 
Lahore, and other improvements in the rural economy of the country 
are likely to follow, so that our battle fields will not be the most glo- 
rious of the monuments we will leave behind us. Lord Gough re- 
mains at Simla during the whole season; Lord Hardinge leaves for 
Calcutta a fortnight hence. In Scinde everything continues tran- 
quil, The intercourse with Kurrachee is now fairly opened up. On 
the 20th the Moozuffer steam frigate started for the Indus with Mr, 
R. K. Pringle, the civil commissioner, on board. She reached Kur- 
rachee on the 23d, and Mr. Pringle immediately took up his resi- 
dence with the governor. A magnificent dinner was given to Sir C. 
Napier on the 20th, Colonel Dundas, now commander of the forces 
in Scinde, in the chair, Sir Charles Napier quits about this date for 
Suez direct; he spends the winter at Nice. ‘Ihe Scinde Association 
are using their utmost efforts to discover the cause of the depressed 
state of manufactures and agriculture, with the view to their improve- 
ment, The experiment of navigating the Indus from Kurrachee to 
Ferozepore, by means of steamers, seems at present unpromising. 
There appears to be no truth in the ramour of the great amount of 
sickness amongst the Europeans at Kurrachee. The Nizam’saffairs 
go on as usual—everything in as great confusion as possible. ‘The 
Bombay government have been directed to have a steamer at Suez 
by the 1st December, at the disposal of Lord Dalhousie, who will 
proceed thence to Calcutta direct. The governor and commander. 
in-chief [of Bombay proceed immediately from the Deccan to the 
Hills ; the former goes to Scinde in December, to examine for him- 
self the present state and future prospects of our affairs on the 
Indus. ‘he private secretaryship having become vacant by the pro- 
motion of Mr, Goldsmid, has been offered to Captain French, one of 
the few political officers who have enjoyed favour and held oftice 
under Lord Auckland, Lord Ellenborough, and Lord Hardinge, 
though of the policy of the two former he was avowedly no admirer. 
General Morse having completed his tour of service, his been suc- 
ceeded by General Hughes in the command of the southern division 
of the army; the northern divisionhas been assigned to General 
Barr. Colonel Dundas, as senior officer, will, for the present, com- 
mand the army on the Indus, still about 18,000 strong, or about one- 
third of the whole presidency. The steamer Cleopatra has never 
been heard of since the date of her departure (15th April), and all 
hope of her has now been abandoned. There has been considerable 
interest excited at Madras by an attempt made by government to 
convict some of its employés of placing oflicial papers at the disposal 
of the editor of a newspaper. 

The weather has of late been cloudy, and the air charged with 
electricity, so that the thunder-storm with which the south-west 
monsoon concludes, known {by the name of the elephanta, is sup- 
posed to be at hand; it is less violent than that with which it opens ; 
the electrical equilibrium being on both occasions for some days en- 
tirely upset, 
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THE COLONIES. 

Important alterations in the Admiralty establishments abroad are 
about to be made. ‘The first step decided upon is an increase of 
artificers to all the stations. Volunteers have been called for to 
proceed to Bermuda, Jamaica, and the Cape of Good Hope. At 
the latter establishment especially an increase of dockyard men will 
be immediately made. 

CANADA. — Private letters have been received from Fort’ York, 
Hudson's Bay, announcing the safe arrival of the detachment of 
Royal Sappers and Miners who left England on the Ist of June last, 
to be engaged as a boat party in search of Sir John Franklin and his 
gallant company. The party will winter near Fort York, and in the 
spring of the year pursue their search after the missing voyagers, 
should no intelligence of the safety of the Erebus and ‘Terror reach 
any of the settlements of the company before that time. 
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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

Fraxcer—The “Presse” states that the number of commercial bills 
due and payable to the Bank of France on the 30th ult. was so great, 
that it became necessary to employ additional collecting clerks — a 
fact unprecedented in the annals of that establishment. The 
“ Presse” adds, that during the 29th and 30th ult. the Bank of 
France issued bank-notes of the value of 200f. each to the amount 
of 15,000,000f, It appears further that the Bank proposes to issue 
similar notes to the amount of 25,000,000F. 

The French government appears again to take a lively and 
meddling interest in the affairs of the Lebanon, Count Lallemand 
and M. Eugène Boré have left this city for Syria, charged to make 
full reports upon the state of affairs there, more especially upon the 
subject of the condition of the Syrian Christians,

On Thursday afternoon, Lord John Russell received a depu- 
tation from the towns meeting recently held in Birmingham, with 
reference to the present monetary pressure. The deputation con- 
sisted of G. F. Muntz, Esq., and W. Scholefield, Esq., members 
for the borough ; Richard Spooner, Esq., one of the members of 
the northern division of Warwickshire; Mr. Thomas Clutton 
Salt, an extensive manufacturer of the borough; Mr. Mason, of 
political notoriety ; and Mr. Harlow, one of the reputed authors 
of the well-known letters of “Gemini.” The Premier, who was 
unattended by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, received the de- 
putation with all becoming consideration, and listened apparently 
with much attention, and for a full hour, to the statements made, 
first by the members of parliament introducing the deputation, 
and then by those introduced, and interposed little remark while 
the effects of the monetary legislation of the country, and the in- 
effectual relaxation, was explained, in its bearing on national 
industry. The deputation distinctly avowed a determination to 
approach the Throne, if their representations were not listened to 
so far as to produce further relief and eventual parliamentary en- 
quiry into the entire monetary legislation. On Lord John Russell 
rising to close the interview, one of the deputation esked his 
Lordship what further relief they were to expect as the decision 
of the Government; but his Lordship studiously avoided any 
promise, At the same time, the deputation felt that they had 
made out a case that would engage the mature consideration of 
Government. It is to be hoped that a statesman hesitating, will 
be found a statesman ultimately consenting, to that which is so 
obviously necessary to the prosperity and happiness of the people.

THE CURRENCY: WHO ARE THE 
INCONVERTIBLES? 

Tue relaxation afforded by Government, at the instance of the 
London bankers, has stayed the panic; but the pressure on com- 
mercial transactions has reached an intensity unknown in any 
previous stage of our history. The interest demanded for dis- 
counts is ruinous, and no house can avail itself of them without 
placing its future credit in jeopardy. Such is the effect of 
Government requiring a minimum of interest. 

The truth is, that the Chancellor of the Exchequer looks at the 
working of the act of 1844 only through the quotations of the 
Funds, or the imports of gold, or the reserve notes of the Bank, 
and leaves out of consideration all the sufferings of mercantile 
men. The right honourable gentleman neither sees these, or the 
numbers of discharged workmen from our manufactories or our 
railways; he sees nothing, or appears to desiderate nothing, but 
GoLp. 

Sir Charles Wood never showed the least disposition to enter- 
tain the representations made to him until he became aware that 
the notes not issued in the banking department in Threadneedle 
Street approached, in their downward tendency, 1,547,270. ; this 
sum representing the entire bullion in the Bank coffers not issued 
upon, Nay, to show the utter absurdity of professed convertibi- 
lity, the following sum was all that the account closed on the 
23d of October showed of gold, not positively locked!up, having 
been issued upon—427,179/. only, The relief, therefore, was one 
imperatively called for to bolster up the impracticable working of 
the act of 1844, and this ought to be known. 

Let the writers of the “ Times,” who are indulging themselves, 
from day to day, with a series of jocular articles, while more 
than a pestilence is raging among commercialists, turn to the ap- 
prehensions they expressed in the year 1839, when the gold was 
rapidly disappearing, and they will find our present condition, so 
far as bullionism, under the act of 1844 has brought us, is far 
worse now than it was then. Let their financial manager be con- 
sulted, and let him say how he would feel it fared with the trea- 
sury of the “ T imes,” if it were reduced to less than a third part 
of the ways and means of which it formerly boasted, and then, 
perhaps, their writers may assume the seriousness that becomes 

ecasion. 

cae is, however, another champion for the Act of 1844 in 
the field—the “ Examiner,” and this paper is going full tilt at the 
Bank directors. One of the crotchets of this writer 15, if we re- 
collect, that gold, as a commodity, is free, notwithstanding a low 
Mint price ; a fallacy that would be dissipated by a few minutes 
conference with a bullion dealer in the city, or with any manu- 
facturer who uses the precious metals in his processes. The 
“ Economist,” too, is trying a lance with the Anti-Gold Law 
League; let this writer, however, beware. ; 

The Editor of the “ Economist” has suddenly arrived at the 
conclusion, that the substitution of an Exchequer paper tor Bank 
of England paper, allowing such an issue to the extent of tax- 
ation, would be a dangerous experiment, inasmuch as 1t would be 
liable to depreciation as compared with gold. Government issues, 
presenting as they would the security of the whole nation, must 
surely be preferable to the money permissively issued by any 
chartered company, especially if they be legally convertible into 
taxes, into silver, and into gold at the market price. But the course 
recently taken by the “ Economist” is the more extraordinary, since 
we well remember that, so recently as May last, its editor insisted 
upon the necessity, as the only means of escape, of the Bank y 

; England throwing into the money market some thirty millions o 
one pound notes, in order to leave room for an export of gold if it 
should be required. But as a proof of how little this presump- 
tuous public writer knows of that on which he speculates from week 
to week, he gravely calculated that the thirty millions additional 
could be issued by the Bank of England and gold be retained to 
the extent of sixteen millions in the Bank coffers, while the pre- 
sent Mint price remained law. The mind of this gentleman is 
so pre-oceupied with anti-corn law statistics, that he cannot yet 
see that the only way of retaining a supply of gold in this coun- 
try, even with an enlargement of paper money to one-third of the 
extent of what he proposed, is, in accordance with what the Anti- 
Gold Law League recommends, to set gold as free to find its 
market price in our currency as corn or any other commodity. 

We intimated a short time ago, that a beam of light ee pene- 
trated our heretofore dark contemporary the Times. Still 
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further light is dawning upon its conductor; he now tells us that 
the amount of fourteen inconvertible millions which the Bank of 
England issues — we quote the “ Times” in the term “ jnconver« 
ible”—is a conjectural amount, and says it might have been six- 
teen millions; but it so happens that it was fourteen millions—as 
much as to say, take which ever amount you please, or any other 
sum; we admit that the fourteen millions are, in point of fact, 
“inconvertible; ” we will give it all up, both as to the increase 
of the amount and as to the fallacy of convertiblity, — only settle 
the question, and let us out of this maze into which we have so 
ignorantly and so recklessly wandered. 

But we say to this bullion champion, we cannot so easily let 
you off; you have been for weeks and months unfoundedly bring- 
ing charges of being “ inconvertible” advocates against those who 
repudiate the imputation ; and now you have admitted, on your 
own showing, that there are, in your fond monetary measure of 
1844, fourteen millions of “ inconvertible” notes. So that the 
concoctors of the Act of 1844 and the “ Times” are at last the 
real and only “ inconvertibles.”

Of all the enterprises undertaken by Englishmen, there are none 
that excite a more serious public interest than the exploratory tours 
in very high latitudes. ‘The national solicitude’for the safety of the

gallant men who peril their lives in the enterprise is exact] 
tioned to the intense anxiety which the settlement of the g 
question at issue excites. In fact, the apprehensions on either score 
are inseparable, seeing that the success of the great undertaking is 
dependent upon the salvation of those who are embarked in it. It af 
therefore, with the most unqualified delight that the intelligence wis 
received a few days since of the entire success of the Hudson’s Bay ` 
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Company’s arctic expedition. It will be fresh in the memory of the 
public that Sir J. Ross, the able, courageous, and indefatigable naviga- 
tor expressed his conviction that Boothia Felix was a peninsula. But 
the impressions which he received from imperfect observations re- 
quired, to satisfy geographers generally, the confirmation of ocular 
testimony—the evidence of parties who had actually traced the coast 
in question. This has now been done; Dr. Rae, who with a party 
of thirteen persons set out under the orders of the Hudson's Bay 
Company on the 5th of July, 1846, returned to York Factory, Hud- 
son’s Bay, on the 16th of September, having completely succeeded in 
tracing the coast all the way from the Lord Mayor's Bay of Sir John 
Ross to within a few miles of the Fury and Hecla Strait. We have 
not, unfortunately, suflicient space at command for all the details of 
the interesting enterprise. ‘Tlie subjoined abstract embraces the 
leading features thereof, and our engraving will convey a sufficiently 
clear idea of the dwelling in Repulse Bay which formed the winter 
quarters of the party, and was named Fort Hope. a ; 

“ After leaving Churchill the crews of the boats were divided into 
watches, so that we continued under sail day and night whenever the 
weather was sufficiently moderate. z 

On the 15th, when about ten miles to the north of Cape Fullerton, 
we first met with iee, which was so heavy and closely packed that it 
was at last found necessary to seek shelter in a deep and narrow 
inlet that opportunely presented itself. We were detained here two 
days, during which 1 found tnat our harbour formed the estuary of a 
considerable stream, on the beach near the mouth of which a great 
number of seals were lying. The latitude 64deg. Gm. 45s. north 
was observed; variation of the compass, 22deg. 10m. west. 

We reached the most southerly opening of Wager River on the 
22d, and were detained all day byimmense quantities of heavy ice 
driving in with the flood and out again with the ebb tide, which ran 
at the rate of seven or eight miles au hour, forcing up the ice and 
grinding it against the rocks, causing a noise resembling thunder. 

On the 23d we made the traverse from the south to the north side 
of the entrance of Wager River with some difficulty, and holding on 
our course towards Repulse Bay, about 7 r.m. on the 24th we 
rounded Cape Hope, and sailed up during the night to within eight 
miles of the head of the bay, where we cast anchor for a few hours, 
under shelter of a small island near its south shore. 

At 3 r. M. on the 25th we entered Gibson’s Cove, on the banks of 
which l was rejoiced to see three Esquimaux tents, and four of the 
natives standing on the shore. They had neither heard nor seen 
anything of Sir John Franklin. 

From a chart drawn by one of the party I inferred that the Arctic 
Sea (named Akkoolee), to the west of Melville Peninsula, was not 
more than forty miles distant, in a N.N, W. direction, and that about 
thirty-five miles of the distance was eccupicd by deep lakes, so that 
we would have only five miles of land to drag our boat over, a mode 
of proceeding which I had decided upon, even had the distance been 
mon greater, in preference to going round by the Fury and Hecla 

trait. 

Having unloaded the boats, and placed one of them, with the 
greater part of the cargo, in security, the other was hauled three 
miles up a rapid and narrow river, which flowed from one of the 
lakes we were to pass through. ‘his work occupied us the whole 
of the 26th, 

Our landing-place was found to be in latitude 66 deg. 32m. 1s. 
north, ‘The rate of the chronometer had become so irregular that it 
could not be depended upon for finding the longitude. During the 
winter it stopped altogether. 

On the 27th, leaving one man in charge of our stores, &c., which 
were placed en cacho on the rocks and covered with oilcloths, the 
rest of the party, assisted by three Esquimaux, carried what baggage 
and provisions were necessary to the boat. The distance from this 
part of the river to where it ,issues from the lake being only a mile 
and a half, and the current being less rapid, we soon reached the 
lake, which was six miles long, and varied from half a mile to two 
hundred yards in breadth, its depth being in some places upwards of 
thirty futhoms. 

After traversing several lakes, and crossing over six “ portages,” 
on the Ist of August we entered a shallow stream flowing to the 
northward. Following this, we arrived at the sea at 5p, M, in lat. 
G7deg. 13m. north; longitude, by account, 87deg. 30m. west. 
‘Lhe tide being out, the men had some rest, which they much re- 
quired after their hard labour, 

Early on the morning of the 2d we carried the baggage a mile 
further down the stream, and afterwards, with much trouble, dragged 
our boat over some shoals. 

We were now afloat in a salt water lake of a few miles in width, 
and we steered towards the only apparent opening, bearing north, 
On passing a point to our left two Esquimaux tents came into view. 
I learned that the sea before us was continually full of ice, and could 
with difficulty be traversed in their kayaks, or small canoes, 

Appearances Jed me to suppose that this information was correct, 
but it was necessary to judge for myself, and at least make an 
attempt to get forward, although not a pool of open water could be 
seen to seaward, 

After tracing the shore for eleven miles we passed a steep rocky 
point which was named Point Hargrave. When a few miles past 
Point Hargrave, being completely stopped by ice, we put on shore. 

At 11 a.m. on the 3d we rounded a high bluff cape, which was 
called after the lady of Sir John Henry Pelly, Bart., governor of the 
Hudson's Bay Company. It is situated in latitude 67deg. 28m, 
north; longitude, by account, 87deg. 40m. west, 

With much exertion we advanced three miles beyond the cape, 
when we were enclosed by the ice, so that we could neither advance 
nor retreat. There was a fresh breeze off shore on the Sth, which 
had but little effect upon the ice. I therefore determined on re- 
turning, and if possible crossing over to Melville Peninsula for the 
purpose of tracing its shores to the Fury and Hecla Strait. By 
chopping off some pieces of ice and pushing aside others, after much 
exertion we succeeded in getting our boat among ice somewhat less 
closely packed. Working our way among the ice until a mile or 
two past Point Hargrave, there now appeared to be sufficient open 

water to allow us to cross over to Melville Peninsula, the nearest 
point of which bore N. E. (true) distant ten miles, We completed 
the traverse in five hours amidst torrents of rain, accompanied by 
thunder and lightning, the wind having shifted from south-west to 
east. Having secured the boat 10 the rocks, the men, although 
drenched to the skin, went immediately to sleep in their wet clothes, 
eighteen hours’ hard work at the oars and ice poles having thoroughly 
tired them all. 

Early on the 8th it became calm, and so slight had been the effect 
of the late gale that the ice had nearly surrounded us before we got 
our anchor up. ‘The boat could not be placed in safety here; I 
therefore decided on running back to our starting point, and there 
await some favourable change. A Jight breeze aided our retreat, but 
the ice followed close in our rear, and before we had been half an 
hour under shelter every spot of open water was filled up. I learned 
from our Esquimaux acquaintances that the deer had already com- 
menced migrating southward, This being the case, after mature 
consideration, | determined on giving up all hopes of prosecuting 
the survey at present. 

Oa the 11th, retaining one man with myself to guard our stores 
and attend the nets, the remaining six were sent to assist in bringing 
over the boat, ‘They returned on the 15th, having been only two 
days crossing. ‘wo Esquimaux had accompanied them to assist, 
and also to act as guides; three of the “ portages” were thus avoided, 
and the party had likewise the advantage of a fine fair breeze in the 


Jakes. ‘The Esquimaux bad wrought well and were liberally re- 
warded, One of them, a merry jittle fellow, named Ivit-Chuk 


(Anglice Seahorse) was engaged to accompany me on my intended 
spring journeys over the snow and ice. p : 

Ali hands were now busily occupied in making preparations fora 
long and cold winter, To build a house was our first object, and 
there being no wood, stones were collected at a favourable spot, ina 
hollow on the north side of the river, a quarter of a mile from the 
sea, Our hunters, Nibitabo and Oulizbuck, were continually on 
the look out for game, and whenever I had leisure I shouldered my 
rifle, and had frequently some fine sport among the deer, shooting 
seven one day within two miles of our encampment. 

On the 2d of September our house was finished), Its internal 
dimensions were '20 feet long by 14 broad; height in front 7} feet, 
sloping to 5} at the back, ‘Lhe roof was formed of oilcloths and 


morse skin coverings, the masts and oars of our boats serviug as 
rafters. ‘The door was made of parchment deer skins stretched over 
a fiame of wood. It was named Fort Hope, and it was situated in 
latitude 66 deg. 32 min, 16 sec. north, longitude (by a number of 
sets of lunar distances) 86 deg. 55 min. 51 sec. west, The variation 
of the compass on the 30th of August, 1846, was 62 deg. 50 min. 
30sec. west; dip of the needle 88 deg. 14 min. 3; and the mean time 
of 100 vertical vibrations in the line of declination 226 sec. 

During the open water, salmon were caught in the bay, but a 
marine insect, somewhat resembling a shrimp in miniature, cut up 
our nets so much that it was impossible to keep them in repair. 
Steeping the nets in a strong decoction of tobacco had no effect. 
Suflicient fuel had been collected to last, if economically used, for 
cooking until spring, and l had shot a couple of seals, which pro- 
duced oil enough for our lamps. By nets set in the lakes under 
the ice some salmon were caught, but the numbers caught were 
latterly so few that on the 4th of January the nets were taken up. 

Our house, long before that time, had become sufficiently cold, the 
temperature in my room (a small space separated from the rest of 
the dwelling by a partition of oilcloth) was frequently from 10d. to 
12d. below zero. ‘The men’s quarters, on account of the number 
crowded together, were rather less cold, nor did we receive any heat 
from our fire when cooking, as the chimney (not being built on the 
most approved principles) obstinately refused to allow any smoke to 
pass through it without the door being open, Fortunately the ma- 
Jority of the party had been accustomed to cold weather, and being 
all in excellent health our trifling discomforts furnished the subject 
of many a joke. ; 

Towards the end of February preparations for our spring Journeys 
were commenced. Two sleds, resembling those used by tue Esqui- 
maux, were made by nailing together some of the batiens which 
formed the ceiling of our boats. 

In the beginning of March the reindeer began to migrate north- 
ward, but were very shy. One was shot by Nibitato on the 11th. 

I had intended setting out on My journey over the land and ice on 
the Ist of April, but an accident that happened to Ouligbuck de- 
tained me until the 5th, on which day I left Fort Hope, in company 
with three men, the Esquimaux, lbit-chuck, and Ouligbuck’s son, as 
interpreter. Si 

Our bedding and provisions were placed on two sledges, each 
drawn by four dogs; for two days our route was the same as that by 
boat through the lakes last autumn, On the 7th, when two miles 
from the sea, we struck across land to the westward, and built our 
snow house on a small lake four miles from Point Hargrave. This 
being the last fresh-water lake we were likely to see for some days, 
our sled runners were re-iced, and an Esquimaux who had assisted 
us thus far with his sleds and dogs returned to his home. 

About midday on the 10th we arrived Opposite a rounded point, 
which was named Cape Weynton. ‘The coast here took a sharp turn 
to the eastward, and our Isquimaux companion informed me, that 
by crossing overland, in a north-west direction, to a large bay which 
he had formerly visited, we should shorten our distance considerably, 
Early in the morning of the 17th L set out in company with two of 
the men, for the purpose of following the coast to some point sur- 
veyed by Sir John Ross, as I now felt confident that that veteran 
discoverer was correct in his opinion as to Boothia Felix being part 
of the American continent. We directed our course to the furthest 
visible land which bore N.W. (true), 

The shore still tended to the N. W., and we had not trave 
than four leagues on the 18th when

As we were now near the latitude and longitude of Lord Mayor's 
Bay of Sir John Ross, I struck across land Nearly in a north direc- 
tion, and, at noon, when passing over a considerable lake, the latitude 
69d. 26m. 1s. north was observed, Advancing three miles beyond 
this we reached another lake, aud as there was yet no appearance of 
the sea, I ordered my companions to build a snow hut and Search for 
fuel whilst 1 went to look for the coast, 

A walk of 20 minutes brought me to an inlet not more than a 
quarter of a mile wide. his I traced to the westward for three 
miles, when my course was again obstructed by land. Ascending 
some high rocks, from which a good view could be obtained, T 
thought 1 could distinguish rough ice in the desired direction, With 
renewed hopes 1 set out at a rapid pace, plunging among deep snow 
scrambling over rocks and through rough ice, until I gained some 
rising ground close to the beach.

ILLUSTRATED LITERATURE. 
Wanderings in China. By R. Fortune, Esq. London: Murray. 
_ From an interesting work just published, we extract matter for the 
instruction and amusement of our readers. Our engravings speak 
for themselves, and the subject of the following quotations cannot 
fail to arrest the attention of all whose sympathies are engaged in 


the extension of the Christian religion among such a numerous 
family of man as the inhabitants of China: — 


About the beginning of May I set out upon an excursion with Mr. Thom, the 
British consul, and two other gentlemen, to visit the green tea district near 
Ningpo. We were informed that there was a large and celebrated temple, named 
Tein-tung, in the centre of the tea district, and above twenty miles distant, 
where we could lodge during our [stay in this part of the country. ‘l'welve or 
fourteen miles of our journey was performed by water, but the canal ending at 
the foot of the hills we were obliged to walk, or take chairs, for the remainder of 
the way. The mountain travelling chair of China is a very simple contrivance. 
It consists merely of two long bamboo poles, with a board placed between them 
for a seat, and two other cross pieces, one for the back and the other for the feet; 
a large Chinese umbrella is held over the head to afford protection from the sun 
and rain. 

It was nearly dark when we reached the temple, and as the rain had fallen in 
torrents during the greater part of the day, we were drenched to the skin, and in 
rather a pitiavle condition. The priests seemed much surprised at our appear- 
ance, but at once evinced the greatest hospitality and kindness, and we soon 
found ourselves quite at home amongst them. They brought us tire to dry our 
Clothes, got ready our dinner, and set apart a certain number of their best rooms 
for us to sleep in. We were evidently objects of great curiosity to most of them 
who had never seen an Englishman before. Our clothes, features, mode of eat- 
ing, and manners were all subjects of wonder to these simple people, who passed 
off many a good humoured joke at our expense. 

Glad to get off our clothes, which were still damp, we retired ea'ly to rest, 
When we arose in the morning, the view which met our eyes far surpassed in 
beauty any scenery which I had ever before observed in China. ‘Ihe temple 
stands at the head of a fertile valley in the bosom of the hills, ‘his valley is well 
watered by clear streams, which tow from the mountains, and produces most 
excellent crops of rice, The tea shrubs, with their dark green leaves, are seen 
dotted on the lower sides of all the more fertile hills. ‘The temple itself is ap- 
proached by a long avenue of Chinese pine trees, This avenue is at first straight, 
but near the temple it winds in a most picturesque manner round the edges of 
two artificial lakes, and then ends in a flight of stone steps, which lead up to the 
principal entrance. Behind, and on each side, the mountains rise, in irregular 
ridges, from one to two thousand feet ab ve the level of the sea. These are uot 
like the barren southern mountains, but are clothed nearly to their summits with 
adense tropical looking mass of brushwood, shrubs, and trees. Some of the 
finest bamboos of China are grown in the ravines, and the sombre coloured pine 
attains to a large size on the sides of the hills. Here, too, I observed some very 
beautiful specimens of the new tir (Cryptomeria japonica), and obtained some 
plants and seeds of it, which may now be seen growing in the Horticultural 
Gardens at Chiswick. 

Atter we had breakfested, one of the head priests came and gave us a very 
pressing invitation to dine with him about mid-day ; and in the meantime he ac- 
companied us over the monastery, of which he gave the following history ;— 
“ Many hundred years ago a pious old man retired from the world, and came to 
dwell in these mountains, giving himself up entirely to the performance of reli. 
gious duties. So earnest was he in his devotions that he neglected everything 
relating to his temporal wants, even to his daily food, Providence, however, 
would not suffer so good a man to starve. Some boys were sentina miraculous 
manner, who daily supplied him with food. In the course of time the fame of 
the sage extended all over the adjacent country, and disciples Aocked to him from 
all quarters. A small range of temples was built, and thus commenced the exe 
tensive buildings which now bear the name of * Tein-tung,’ or the * Temple of 
the Heavenly Boys;’ Tein signitying heaven, and tung a boy. At last the old 
man died, but his disciples supplied his place. ‘The fame of the temple spread 
far and wide, and votaries came from the most distant parts of the empire — one 
of the Chinese kings being amongst the number — to worship and leave their of- 
ferings at its altars, Larger temples were built in front of the original ones and 
these again in their turn gave way to those spacious buildings which form the 
principal part of the structure of the present day.” 

During dinner our host informed us that there were about a hundred priests 
connected with the monastery, but that many were always absent on missions to 
various parts of the country, Oo questioning him as to the mode by which the 
establishment was supported, be informed us that a considerable portion of land 
in the vicinity belonged to the temple, and that large sums were yearly raised 
from the sale of bamboos, which are here very excellent, and of the tranches of 
trees and brushwood, which are made up in bundles for firewood. A number of 
tea and rice farms also belong to the priests, which they themselves cultivate, 
Besides the sums raised by the sale of these productions, a considerable revenue 
must be derived from the contributions of the devotees who resort to the temple 
tor religious purposes, as well as from the sums collected by those of the order 
who are out on begging excursions at stated seasons of the year. The priests 
are of course of all grades, some of them being merely the servants of the others, 
both in the house and in the fields. They seem a harmiess and simple race, but 
are dreadfully ignorant and s .perstitious. The typhoon of the previous year, or 
rather the rain which had accompanied it, had occasioned a large slip of earth on 
one of the hill sides near the tea ple, and completely buried ten or twelve acres 
of excellent paddy land. On our remarking this, the priests told us with great 
earnestness that every one said it was a bad omen for the temple; bat one of 
them with true Chinese politeness remarked that he {had no doubt any evil in- 
fluence would now be counteracted, since the temple had been honoured with a 
visit from us. 

The priests, from the highest to the lowest, always showed me the most 
marked attention and kindness. As many of them as I wished eneerfiy ly tol. 
lowed me in my excursions in the vicinity of the temple; one carrying my spe- 
cimen paper, another my plants, and a third my, birds, and so on, The gun 
seemed an object of great interest to them, being so diferent from their own 
clumsy matchlocks; and percussion caps were tocked upon as most Magical little 
objects. But they were great cowards, and always kept at a most respecttul 
distance when I was shooting. 

There area large number of Budhist temples scattered over all this part of the 
country. One, named Ah-yu-wang, which I also visited, is, like ‘Vein-tung of 
great extent, and seemingly well supported, ‘They bo'h awn large tracts ot land 
in the vicinities of the monasteries, and have numerous small temples in dif. 
ferent parts of che district which are under their control. All the temples both 
large and small, are built in the most romantic and beautiful situations among t 
the hills, and the neighbouring woods are always preserved and encour gst 
What would indicate the residence of a country gentleman in England “ged, 
China the sign of a Budhist temple, and this holds good over all the Gol B an 
When the weary traveller, therefore, who has been exposed for hours nate 
fierce rays of an eastern sun, sees a large clean locking house showing iteelt 
amongst trees on the distant hill-side, he may be almost certain that bis one of 
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pushes templen, where the priests will treat him not only with courtesy, but 
witb kindness. : 

Poo-to, or the Worshipping Island, as it is commonly called by foreigners, is 
one of the eastern islands in the Chusan Archipelago, and seems to be the capital 
or ssronghold of Budhism in this part of China. his island is not more than 
five or six miles in circumference, and, although hilly, its sides and small ravines 
are pretty well wooded, particularly in the vicinity of the numerous temples, 
As it is only a few hours’ sail from Chusan, it had been visited at different times 
by a number of our officers during the war, all of whom spoke highly of its na- 
tural beauties and richness of vegetation. I was also informed that the resident 
priests were fond of collecting plants, particularly Orchidaceæ, and that their 
collections were much increased by the itinerant habits of the begging priests, 
who visit the most distant provinces of the empire, as well as by the donations of 
the lay devotees, who come to Poo-to at stated seasons of the year, to worship 
and leave their offerings in the temples. I therefore determined to visit the 
place in order to judge for myself, and accordingly set out in July, 1844, accom- 
panied by my friend, Dr. Maxwell, of the Madras army. 

The island of Poo-to is set apart entirely as a residence for the priests of the 
Budhist religion. Few other persons are allowed to live there, and these are 
either servants, or in some way connected with the priests. No women are per- 
mitted to reside on the island, it being against the principles of the Budhists to 
allow their priests to marry. The number of priests are estimated at 2000, but 
many of them are constantly absent on begging expeditions for the support of 
their religion. This establis ment, like Tein-tung, has also a portion of land 
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allotted to it for its support, and the remainder of the funds are made up by the 
subscriptions of the devotees. On certain high days, at different periods of the 
year, many thousands of both sexes, but particularly females, resort to these 
temples, clad in their best attire, to pay their vows and engage in the other ex- 
ercises of heathen worship. Little stalls are then seen in the temples or at the 
doorways for the sale of incense, candles, paper made up in the form of the in- 
gots ot Sycee silver, and other holy things which are considered acceptable of» 
ferings to the gods, and are either consumed in the temples or carried home to 
bring a blessing upon the houses and families of those who purchase them. The 
profits of these sales, of course Bo to the support of the establishment. When 
we consider that these poor deluded people sometimes travel a distance of several 
hundred miles to worship in the temples on Poo-to-san and other celebrated 
places, we cannot but admire their spirit of devotion. [was once staying in the 
temple of ‘Tein-tung when it was visited for three days by devotees fom all 
parts of the country. As they lined the roads on their way to the temple, clad 
in the graceful and flowing costume of the čast, the mind was naturally led 
back to those days of scripture history when Jerusalem was in its glory, and the 
Jews, the chosen people of God, came from afar to worship in its temple. 

There are two other sects in China, namely, the followers of Kong-foo-tze or 
Confucius, and the sect of Taou or Reason. Although these three sects form 
the principal part of the population, it is well known that there are a great number 
of Mahommedans in every part of the empire, who are not only tolerated, but 
admitted to offices under government in the same manner as the members of the 
three established sects. Jews also are found in several districts, but more parti- 
cularly at a place called Kae.foong-foo, in the province of Honan, 

‘The various religious ceremonies which the Chinese are continually perform- 
ing prove at least that they are very superstitious. In all the southern towns 
every house has its temple or altar both inside and outside. The altar in the 
inside is generally placed at the end of the principal hall or shop, as the case 
may be, raised a few feet from the ground, and having some kind of representa- 
tion ot the family deity placed upon it. This is surrounded with gaudy tinsel 
paper, and on the first of the Chinese month, or other high days, candles and in- 
cense are burned on the table which is placed in front of it. The akar on the 
outside of the door resembles a little furnace, in which the same ceremonies are 
regularly performed. In the vicinity of small villages, and sometimes in the 
most retired situations, the stranger meets with little joss-houses or temples, 
Baudily decorated with paintings and tinsel paper, and stuck round about with 
the remains ot candles and sticks of incense. In almost all Chinese towns there 
are shops for the sale of idols of all kinds and sizes, varying in price for a few 
“cash ” to a very large sum, Many of those exposed for sale are of great age, 
and have evidently changed hands several times. I am inclined to believe that 
the Chinese exchange those gods which do not please them for others of higher 
character, and which they suppose are more likely to grant an answer to their 
prayers, or bring prosperity to their homes or their Villages. 

In the course of my travels in China, I often met with Christian missionaries, 
both Protestant and Roman Catholic who have been labouring amongst the 
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Chinese for many years, Until very lately, the efforts of ie ard 
been chiefly confined to Macao and Canton.

secondary chiefs, and was 
prepared with great care 
from hibiscus bark; that 
of the young shoots, which 
having been slit into 
shreds, was woven at the 
top by the hand, with a 
surprising degree of neat- 
ness. The rope work is 
also exceedingly well 
done, though performed 
with that not very pliant 
article, grass. 

The fishing nets are 
from Navigator's Islands. 
The line of which they 
are made is composed of 
bark strips; although 
merely twisted with the 
hand upon the knee, pro- 
duce a fine but strong and 
solid thread. Some of the 
nets are of immense size, 
being knotted in detached 
pieces by different per- 
sons, who bring them to- 
gether for the chief or 
head fisherman to join. 
The floats are pieces of 
young wood; stones or 
large shells are used for 
the sinking weights. 

The natives of the Na- 
vigator's Islands are also 
expert anglers. Grass, 
bark, or the thread-like 
fibres of the ava tree are 
used for fishing lines, 
Their rods are made of a 
Strong -elastic wood; but 
the most ingenious part is 
the artificial bait, which, in 
some instances, would do 
honour to the skill of our 
most expert fly-fishers. The bait in one instance seems 
to be made of shell, curiously cut in imitation of a small 
fish, feathers being fastened around to imitate the fins 
and tail. Occasionally bone and mother-o'-pearl are 
the material, and, according to Meorenhout, some of 
these imitative fish are cleverly made to resemble dif- 
ferent sorts of baits, for the various kinds of fish they 
are meant to deceive, 

In the construction of articles for domestic use, the 
Polynesians seem to have attained some degree of apti- 
tude, A jar or vase of red earthenware from the Feejee 
Islands is by no means so rude a specimen of pottery 
as might be expected from the low state of civilisation 
usually ascribed to the Polynesian negroes; while the 
combs collected from various islands show them to have 
advanced to one of the most important stages of social 
culture, cleanliness. But this only applies to!the women, 
by whom these articles are mostly used; the men, es- 
pecially the chiefs, tie up their hair in innumerable tails, 
each lock being evenly bound with cords in the same 
manner as a coachman’s whip is attached to the * crop” 
orrod. The women employ these combs forornament as 
well as use, and the tops of them are ingeniously adorned 
with coloured grasses, finely platted or woven to keep 
the teeth together. 

The men are not without the little indulgences of 
life, as may be seen by the oddly shaped tube through 
which they smoke tobacco. The weed is thrust into the 
Jarger end of the pipe, which has no bowl. A tly- 
flapper of hair or platted grass enables them to enjoy 
“ the weed” without annoyance from insects. 

The native tools are manufactured with strength, and 
in some cases high finish, especially the axes of green 
jade, with modern handles. 

Many of the articles thus enumerated are of native 
invention, but many of them owe more or less of im- 
provement to the instructions of the missionaries, Ex- 
amples of a rude kind, equally with those of a more 
refined description, bespeak perseverance, a high order 
of inventive faculty, a love of ornaments, and all those 
qualities which, being improved and properly directed, 
are leading to an advanced state of civilisation; a re- 
sult which we are happy to say has taken place amongst 
the Malayan races of Poignecter despite the stultifying 
it fluences of French jealousy and papal delusion, 

We conclude by an extract from 
Mr. Ellis’s Researches, which 
shows that under the teaching of 
the missionary the “ savage” is 
willing and able to learn. He re- 
lates that when the first mission- 
aries arrived on the island of ‘Tahiti, 
the natives expressed the greatest 
delight at the proficiency of their 
visitors in the mechanical arts. 
“ This was strikingly evinced on 
several occasions, when they be- 
held them use their carpenter's 
tools, cut with a saw a number of 
boards out of a tree, which they had 
never thought it possible to split 
into more than two, and make with 
them chests and articles of furni- 
ture; but the T'ahitians were most 
surprised at the blacksmith’s opera- 
tions. When the heated iron was 
hammered on the anvil, and the 
sparks flew among’ them, they fan- 
cied it was spitting at them and 
were frightened, as they also were 
by the hissing occasioned by im- 
mersing it in water; yet they were 
delighted to!see the facility with 
which a bar of iron was thus con- 
verted into hatchets, adzes, fish 
spears, fish-hooks, &c. Pomare 
(the king) entering one day when 
the blacksmith was employed, after 
gazing a few minutes at the work, 
was so transported with what he 
saw, that he caught up the smith in 
his arms, and unmindful of the 
jirt and perspiration inseparable 
from his occupation, most cordial] 
embraced him, and saluted him 
according to the custom of his 
country, by touching noses,

Its form is that of a small square, with an open space 
inthe centre. ‘The front and one side of the square are seen in the 
engraving, The detached building, opposite the front gate, is the 
chapel of the college. ‘The college stands in a beautiful spot, on 
the bank of a river, The Bishop of the Syrians, in the usual dress of 
the Eastern Christians, is seen in the foreground with one of the 
Society’s Missionaries, who reside near the College, and devote them- 
selves to the good of the Syrian church. Before the missionaries 
settled on this spot, the Scriptures were not translated into Malay- 
alim ; and there were but few copies in Syriac. and those not printed, 
but written, Dr. Buchanan brought away a fine old written copy of 
the Syriac Bible, given to him for the purpose of being printed; and 
from this and other copies, the Bible Society has printed the whole 
Bible, and has sent many copies to the Syrians: but as these were 
useful to the clergy and not to the people, the missionaries prepared, 
with the help of some Syrian priests, the Scriptures in Malayalim, 
with a catechism and other books. A printing-press was set up some 
years ago by the society at the college; by the help of which the 
Syrians were supplied with the Scriptures, the Liturgy, and all other 
books necessary for their instruction, Few persons will refrain from 
wishing such an institution “ good speed.” 

2. Gives a portrait ‘of Abdool Messeeh, a convert from Maho- 
medanism, and afterwards an able missionary of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society. Bishop Heber, who met him at Agra in Jan. 1825, 
says of him ; — “ His rank, previously to his conversion, was rather 
elevated, since he was master of the jewels to the Court of Oude, an 
appointment of higher estimation in eastern palaces than in those of 
Europe, and the holder of which has always a high salary. Abdool 
Messech’s present appointments, as Christian missionary, are sixty 
rupees a month, and of this he gives away at least half! Who can 
dare to say that this man has changed his faith from any interested 
motives? He isa most sincere Christian, quite free, so far as I 
could observe, from all conceit or enthusiasm. His long eastern 
dress, his long grey beard, and his calm resigned countenance, give 
him already the air of an apostle.” A few such men picked from the 
ranks of Affghanistan or Lahore, would prove the best friends of 
British influence, and the surest promoters of peace, 

No. 3. represents a Parsee cemetery. ‘The Parsees are a nume- 
rous body, resident in the Bombay presidency. ‘They profess the 
religion of Zoroaster, and are, consequently, the worshippers of fire. 
They are very jealous of their burying places, to which they attach a 
religious reverence, ‘Tne one shown in the engraving is drawn from 
a model in the possession of the Royal Asiatic Society. ‘I'he build- 
ing, which is calculated to receive the bodies of 35 men, 35, women, 
and 35 children, has at the base a circumference of 175 feet and at 
the top of 170 feet. It is open at the top. Within is a kind of cir- 
cular platform, divided into three rows; the outermost for the re- 
ception of men, the next for women, the inner one for children. As 
this platform is exposed to the atmosphere, the sun, and the rain, the 
human remainszare carried off into the well in the centre ; at the sides 
of which are doors perforated with holes, to carry off putrid matter, 
and also rain; these ‘doors communicate with wells underground, 
Eventually, therefore, nothing} remains in the well but human bones, 
which fall into it. When the well is filled, the cemetery is left, and 
a new one is constructed. The door which is represented in the 
engraving, is of iron, with inscriptions on both sides. 'To the left is 
a small hole, from which is exhibited what is deemed by the Parsees 
the “ sacred fire.” To disabuse the mind of the deluded Parsee of 
its slavery to superstitious usages has long been the aim of the 
Church Missionary Society, and their benevolent labours have been 
attended with much success,
